This completely new catalogue of Greek coins 
from Seaby Publications provides a listing, with 
values, of virtually every main type of Hellenic 
coinage. The average collector should be able to 
locate in this catalogue all of the coins he is likely 
to encounter on the market. The numerous 
historical and geographical notes provide valuable 
background information. 

This first volume covers the Greek coins of 
Europe, arranged in geographical order from Spain 
in the west to the Peloponnesus and Crete. These 
are complemented by a representative selection of 
contemporary Celtic coins of Spain, Gaul, Britain 
and central Europe, the designs of which are 
largely derived from Greek coin types. 

The Keeper and staff of the Department of Coins and Medals of the British Museum have kindly 
assisted in selecting the 3395 coins listed in this volume. 1500 coins are illustrated from photographs 
taken by P. Frank Purvey from coins in the British Museum, many of which had never before been 
photographed for publication, In many instances the weight of individual coins is given, and every coin 
has a reference to the British Museum Catalogue of Greek Coins or another appropriate work, or to a 
specific museum collection. 

The illustrated preface contains sections on collecting Greek coins, Greek history and the development 
of coinage, Greek coin types, weight standards and denominations, the dating of Greek coins, and a 
bibliography of reference books and other sources quoted in the catalogue. Also included are a table of 
ancient alphabets, 13 specially-drawn maps and a comprehensive index. 

Volume II, to be published in the autumn of 1979, will begin with the origins of coinage in Asia 
Minor. Its contents will comprise the issues of the Greek cities of Asia, the Persian empire, the empire 
of Alexander the Great and the kingdoms of his successors in Syria and Egypt, Palestine, and the coins 
of the Greeks and Carthaginians in North Africa. It too has been based on the collection of the British 
Museum. Together these two volumes will offer the collector and student a microcosm of the world’s 
finest collection of Greek coins.

The only single-volume handbook of Roman coins, it catalogues a representative cross-section 
of Roman coinage from the Republic to the fall of Rome, as well as a small sampling of typical 
Greek imperial issues.
